In addition to the above wage rates, the daily rated workers shall be 
paid dearness allowance calculated at the rate of 4.4 paise per day for every 
1 full.point in the Consumer Price Index figures in excess of 100 points of the 
Consumer Price Index figures, for Ernakulam (New series)., In the case of 
monthly rated workers , the rate shall be 114 paise per month for every
